“DESPICABLE” plans to leave 
Ely and Soham with just one fire 
engine each have resurfaced. 

lust months after cash-strapped 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service (CFRS) told residents the 
proposed cuts in East Cambridge¬ 
shire would not happen, bosses 
now fear they will have to. 

The service has to save £4.2m from its 
budget and fears a further £1.8m could 
be slashed by the Government in 
November. 

More than 60 jobs, including support 
service staff and full-time firefighters, will 
be axed in a bid to save £2.6m. 

But the service also plans to remove the

second fire engines at Ely and Soham. The 
proposals will be put forward in May. 

Chris Strickland, the service’s deputy 
chief fire officer, said the removals could 
mean those who dial 999 could be forced 
to wait longer. 

He said: “These are not decisions that 
we welcome having to propose; however, 
we do need to be realistic. 

“We remain one of the leanest fire 
services in the country, and a £6m budget 
cut could be a reduction of about 20 per 
cent of our overall budget. 

“Clearly we can’t absorb this without 
some impact on our frontline services 
and these need to be understood by both 


Fire Authority members and members of 
the public. 

“The key thing to stress is that if the 
Fire Authority agrees with the 
recommendations, the decisions will only 
be implemented if the service cannot 
make the £4.2m savings already 
identified, or if the results of the 
Government spending formula mean we 
have to make additional savings over and 
above the £4.2m we have already planned 
for.” 

The £4.2m cuts will also include 
£438,000 from the new combined fire 
control with the Suffolk force, £88,000 
from the removal of two turntable 
ladders, and £900,000 through a revised 
shift system for full-time staff. 

Grenville Goodson, chairman of the 


Littleport Society, described the cuts as 
“despicable”. 

He said: “I think everyone will 
remember the devastating fire we had at 
Murfitts tyre recycling plant in August 
2009. That fire saw crews from across the 
region coming together to prevent it from 
spreading into the village. 

“We need every single appliance we 
already have so that if there is another 
huge fire, they can all work together. 
People’s lives are being put at risk here 
and it is despicable.” 

If further cuts are made, the rescue 
vehicle at Huntingdon fire station and up 
to 24 extra jobs could be lost. 

The proposals to remove Ely and 
Soham’s second appliances are being 
planned to be put forward on May 24.

The scammers, who have the name, date of birth 
and address of the recipient, claimed they were 
entitled to a refund from their banks before asking 
for their details. 

When they refused to give the details, the caller 
threatened to black list their account. 

A police spokesman said: “I would urge people to 
remain vigilant and never disclose personal 
information such as bank account details over the 
phone. 

“If you get a call offering you something that 
sounds too good to be true, it generally is.”

Murder hunt police 
In appeal to drivers 


POLICE investigating the murder 
of Chittering pensioner Llywelyn 
Thomas want to trace two car 
drivers. 

Detectives launched an appeal after a 
new witness came forward to say he had 
been stuck behind a slow-moving silver 
car on the A10 between Denny Abbey and 
Milton at about 10.20pm on Saturday, 
December 17. 

It is thought this may have been Mr 
Thomas’s Rover 75 estate, registration 
BJ51 CJY which has played a central role 
in the inquiry. The vehicle was stolen from 
Mr Thomas’s home in Ely Road, 
Chittering, on the evening of December 17 
- when the 76-year-old was killed during 
what officers believe may have been a 
botched burglary. 

The car had mechanical problems and 
was capable only of low speeds. The new 
witness, one of more than 1,000 motorists 
stopped on the A10 by police, said he saw 
two cars overtake the silver estate, and Det 
Chief Insp George Barr said these drivers 
may have “significant information”. 

A phone call Mr Thomas made about 
the Strictly Come Dancing final has 
already allowed officers to establish he 
was still alive at 9.30pm. Det Chief Insp 
Barr said: “We are now able to narrow the 
timeframe on the night. We know Mr 
Thomas was still alive at 9.30pm and his 
Rover car was dumped in Milton before 
11.30pm. 

“This latest information means it is 
likely to have been on the road between 
about 10.10pm and 10.25pm. The witness 
describes two cars overtaking the slow- 
moving vehicle and I would urge those 
drivers to come forward. 

“Were you stuck behind this silver car at 
about 10.20pm on the A10 heading 
towards Milton on Saturday, December 
17? Did you overtake the car and see who 
was inside?” 

Det Chief Insp Barr also revealed 
officers had found some items which were 
thought to have been stolen from Mr 
Thomas’s house. 

A watch and a silver tea set were located 
following a search of the property, but 
three other watches and a leather 
horseshoe wallet are still missing. 

A 22-year-old man arrested on 
suspicion of murder and a 21-year-old 
woman arrested on suspicion of assisting 
an offender have been bailed until May 
10. Anyone with information can call 
police on 101 or Crimestoppers 
anonymously on 0800 555111.

AUTHENTIC Fen-themed items 
are required to recreate a 
traditional Fenman’s workshop. 

The National Trust is 
appealing for people to donate 
items for the workshop it will be 
building at Wicken Fen Nature 
Reserve. 

Planning permission was 
recently approved for the rustic 
timber shed and yard, which 
will be built at the reserve to

The workshop will house two 
traditional gun punts, tools and 
artefacts, and will stage live 
demonstrations of traditional 
crafts.

equipment, hand tools and 
other general bric-a-brac and 
paraphernalia, such as water 
pumps, tin buckets, scales, 
enamel ware, basketry, tin 
baths, old sinks, barrels and 
water butts. 

Volunteers are also needed to 
bring the project to life. 

Help is needed to restore the 
gun punts and volunteers to 
teach and demonstrate crafts 
such as willow-weaving, hurdle¬ 
making, tool-making, scything 
and net-making.

need volunteers to help bring 
this exciting and evocative 
Fenman’s workshop alive.

Danger driver swore at victim 


A MOTORIST whose dan¬ 
gerous driving broke a 
woman’s arm so she could 
not perform sign language 
with her disabled child, 
then swore at her as she 
recovered in hospital, a 
court was told. 

Jody Arnold, who had 
been on his mobile phone 
minutes before the crash, 
was on the wrong side of 
the road as he made a right 
turn near his home in 
Millfield Place, Wilburton, 
on January 24 last year. 

The 23-year-old plough¬ 
ed into a car driven by a 
woman, leaving her with a 
broken arm, whiplash, 
bruising and needing 20 


stitches to her knee. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
told Cambridge Crown 
court the victim struggled 
to look after her disabled 
six-year-old daughter, who 
has Down’s Syndrome. 

She added the victim was 
also shaken by the defen¬ 
dant coming up to her in 
hospital and shouting and 
swearing because he was 
“upset that his stereo was 
broken” in the crash. 

The prosecution could 
not be sure he was using 
his mobile phone at the 
time of the crash - although 
records showed he was on 
the phone a minute and a 
half before bystanders 


made the 999 call. 

Jonathan Seely, miti¬ 
gating, said Arnold, who he 
said had no recollection of 
the crash, was of “impec¬ 
cable” character, having no 
previous convictions and a 
clean driving record. 

He added: “The defen¬ 
dant was horrified to see in 
the victim statement that 
he had been rude or bad 
tempered or anything of 
that sort.” 

Arnold, who admitted 
dangerous driving, must do 
240 hours of unpaid work 
in the community. He was 
banned from driving for a 
year and told to pay £400 
costs.

Fresh delays to motocross plan 


A DECISION over whether a 
motocross track will be given 
formal planning permission has 
been further delayed. 

Planners at Fenland District 
Council have been forced to 
defer a decision regarding Mepal 
Motopark, in Block Fen, after its 
owner, Andrew Villis, failed to 
submit an important noise level 
report on time. 

Residents living near to the 20- 
acre facility at Hanson Quarry 
are furious and are demanding 
the council takes “tough action” 

One resident, who did not 
want to be named, said: “This 
has been going on for far too 
long now and it’s not fair on us 
all who live close by. The owner 
has no cares whatsoever for us or 
the council, hence the decision 
has had to be deferred again. 

“The noise is horrendous and 


we cannot cope with it for much 
longer.” 

Mr Villis has been operating 
the motocross track for the past 
three years, despite having no 
planning permission. 

However, the law still enables 
him to hold 14 events per year, 
but no more 

It was at a large racing event 
there on lanuary 15 this year that 
a 32-year-old rider from the 
Surrey area, Tom Smith, was 
killed after he was involved in a 
crash. 

Police launched an inves¬ 
tigation although the racing 
event, organised by the British 
Schoolboy Motorcycle Asso¬ 
ciation, was permitted and 
health and safety regulations 
were in place. 

Last summer, Mr Villis applied 
for planning permission to 


increase the number of events at 
the track but the council said the 
application was incomplete. 

Now the decision has been 
deferred again as a report put 
before the council’s planning 
committee said Mr Villis had 
failed to produce a report on 
noise levels at the track, failed to 
identify homes nearby which 
were most affected and failed to 
document measures to counter 
the noise. 

Planners also accused him of 
failing to show how the site will 
be restored and of failing to 
show how ecological issues will 
be handled. 

A council spokesman 
confirmed the decision has been 
deferred to a later date. 

Mr Villis was unavailable to 
comment.

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Benefit cons total £90k

BENEFIT cheats conned East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council out of 
almost £90,000 last year. 

Since April 2011, the authority has lost 
£89,836.07 through scams involving council 
tax and housing benefit. 

Figures presented to the council show that 
in 2010/11, it overpaid £74,563.93 in housing 
benefit and £15,272.14 in council tax benefit. 

In 2010/11 the authority carried out 70 
investigations into fraud. Since April last year, 
54 investigations have already been carried 
out. 

ECDC has been using the National Fraud 
Initiative (NFI), an exercise which is co¬ 
ordinated by the Audit Commission and 
carried out to identify fraud and error in the 
UK. 

The fraud report said: “Because of the high 
volume of claims and the complexity of 
legislation, housing and council tax benefit is 
the area where the council is most at risk of 
fraud. The main fraud focus will continue to 
be in relation to housing and council tax 
benefit fraud, which is investigated by the 
Compliance Team and the Anglia Revenues 
Partnership.” 

Typical fraud cases include those who fail to 
tell the council they receive other benefits or 
fail to report that they are living with a partner, 
who claim for children who have left home or 
who fail to report that they have started work. 

A council spokesman assured residents that 
all illegal claims are pursued. 

He said: “ECDC is part of the Anglia 
Revenues Partnership who deliver our 
Revenues and Benefits services. As part of this 
role, they investigate any housing and council 
tax benefit fraud and they seek to recover over 
payments which are classified as fraud. 

"This is very important role and historically 
they have managed to reclaim a significant 
proportion of the fraudulent claims. We would 
like to assure all residents that we do take 
benefit fraud very seriously.”

‘Basic hygiene’ sees hospital 
escape winter bug outbreak 


NOROVIRUS may have struck 
at Addenbrooke’s but Ely’s 
Princess of Wales Hospital has 
escaped the outbreak. 

Dozens of operations had to 
be cancelled at Addenbrooke’s 
last month after an outbreak of 
the winter vomiting bug, while 
visiting times on all wards 
were capped and children 
were banned from visiting 
adult wards unless essential. 

On Tuesday, February 7, a 
spokeswoman for Adden¬ 
brooke’s said wards were no 
longer closed but that there 
were still “internal bay 
closures” on five wards. 


She added that sickness and 
vomiting warnings and res¬ 
trictions were also still in place 
and deep cleaning has been 
going on ever since the vims 
struck. 

A nurse at Ely’s Princess of 
Wales Hospital, who did not 
want to be named, said: “We 
haven’t had one case of 
norovirus and, touch wood, we 
won’t. 

“We’re quite proud of that 
really. The best way to deal 
with the winter vomiting bug is 
to have good, basic hygiene 
procedures in place, which we 
certainly do have.” 


Judge cautions rape 


A JURY in a rape 
trial were told by 
the judge to “take 
their time” as 
they considered 
their verdict. 

Judge Anthony 
Bate summed up 
the case of 
Michael Nunn, 
30, of Allen Road, 
Ely, to jurors at 
Cambridge 
Crown court on 
Tuesday. 

Nunn is 

charged with the 
rape of a 16-year- 


old girl on 
October 30,2010. 

The girl is said 
to have spent the 
night with

Nunn, a father-

Thieving security guard sent to prison 


A SECURITY guard has been jailed 
for stealing from the company he 
was supposed to be guarding. 

Adam Crosswell, 26, from Chiefs 
Street, Ely, conned his way into 
working for a security company, 
before stealing cheques from inside 
the business he was patrolling. 

The father-of-two lied about 
having no previous criminal 
cautions on his application form to 
work for City Security Services Ltd, 
before August last year. 

The company did not run a CRB 
check on him and did not know he 
had received a caution in lune 2011 
for possessing articles used in 
fraud. 

On August 1 last year, Crosswell 
was recruited to patrol inside and 
outside of PPD Development, a 


clinical research company, in 
Granta Park, Great Abington. While 
patrolling that evening, he stole a 
cheque book from an unlocked 
bottom draw in the offices. 

He wrote three cheques out to 
himself, the largest being for 
£13,520. 

The company was contacted by 
Lloyds bank in November to inform 
them the cheque could not be 
cashed as it was not signed. 

The security company was 
informed and it was discovered 
Crosswell was on duty that night. 

He was arrested and admitted 
the offences in interview. 

He previously pleaded guilty to 
one count of theft, the cheque 
book, and two counts of fraud, one 
for lying on his application form 


and for trying to cash the cheque, 
at Cambridge Magistrates’ Court. 

After magistrates declined 
jurisdiction on january 18 this year, 
he was sent to Crown Court for 
sentence on Monday. 

fudge Mark Ockelton said: “The 
security company would not have 
given you the job as they would 
have been worried about what you 
might do acting under their name, 
and they would have been right 
because you did steal from the 
premises which you were guarding. 

“You are not a very successful 
thief but, nevertheless, it was a 
significant breach of trust.” 

Crosswell was sentenced to 18 
weeks in custody for all three 
offences, to run concurrently. 


AN emergency food bank could 
be set up to help poor and 
poverty-stricken families in the 
Ely area. 

Leaders at Ely Cathedral say there 
are local families who are struggling to 
feed themselves and that the need for a 
food bank in Ely is now greater than 
ever. 

The cathedral is in talks with 
churches in the diocese about the 
possibility of setting up the facility, and 
on Monday they visited the Cambridge 
City Foodbank to see how the charity 
operates. 

Alan Hargrave, canon missioner at 
Ely Cathedral, described the visit as 
“positive” but said the plans are at an 
early stage. 

He said: “We visited the food bank in 
Cambridge just to see exactly how it 
works. 

“It was a positive visit but our plans 
are only at a very early stage. There is 
still lots for us to do.” 

Canon Hargrave said insists there is 
a “clear need” for a food bank in the 
Ely area. 

He said: “There are families in the 
Ely area struggling to feed themselves 
and who are living on the verge of 
poverty.

“I think many people associate 
poverty with Third World countries but 
the reality is there is poverty on our 
doorsteps. 

“We have people coming to the 
cathedral asking for food and they are 
generally given vouchers to get a meal 
from the refectory. 

“Many churches in the area are also 
busy distributing food parcels to 
people in need. 

“There is a clear need for a food bank 
in Ely and we are certainly hoping to 
open one soon. 

“But obviously we would have to find 
suitable premises and it would require 
lots of volunteers to run it.” 

Canon Hargrave believes it is 
redundancy that causes the biggest 
problems for families, who find their 
incomes drastically cut. 

Among the local churches which 
distribute food parcels is the 
Lighthouse Church, in Lynn Road, Ely. 

The church is open Monday to 
Friday from 9am-4pm. 

To donate food items, such as pasta, 
rice and tinned foods, take them along 
to the church.

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Care home rapped 
after watchdog visit 


A CARE home in Littleport 
has been warned it is failing 
to meet the needs of its 
residents. 

The Care Quality Commission 
has issued a formal warning to 
Dove Care Homes Limited 
demanding it make improves 
standards at Littleport Grange. 

The warning follows an 
unannounced visit by inspectors 
to the residential home in Grange 
Lane, on January 12 to follow up 
concerns which CQC had high¬ 
lighted at a previous inspection. 

Inspectors found that care plans 
were inaccurate, out of date and 
incomplete and some plans 
relating to nutrition were not 
being carried out correctly. 

It was noted on medical charts 
that dressings were not being 


changed at the specified times, 
meaning residents were not being 
protected from infection. 

Care charts did not state how 
often residents needed to be 
repositioned in bed, meaning they 
were often left longer than they 
should have been in one position, 
which placed them at risk of harm. 

Frances Carey, regional director 
of CQC in the East of England, 
said: “The law says these are the 
standards that everyone should be 
able to expect. Providers have a 
duty to ensure they are compliant. 

“This warning sends a clear and 
public message that Dove Care 
Homes Limited needs to address 
this issue. 

“Our inspectors will return in 
the near future and if we find that 
the required progress is not made 
we won’t hesitate to use our legal 


powers to protect the people who 
use this service.” 

Littleport Grange is a residential 
home registered to provide 
accommodation for up to 75 
people who require nursing or 
personal care. 

A spokesman for Dove Care 
Group said: “We are disappointed 
that following a recent inspection 
by the CQC certain shortfalls in 
the operation of the home were 
identified. 

“We take this matter extremely 
seriously and we can confirm 
these issues have been rectified. 
We will monitor to ensure that this 
does not happen again. 

“We await a follow-up 
inspection to validate our actions 
and confirm the on-going 
compliance of the home’s 
standards.” 


Poisoning case stalls due to lack of evidence 


POLICE say they are 
unable to proceed with 
the case involving three 
puppies which were 
poisoned due to a lack of 
evidence. 

Last month, a police 
and RSPCA inquiry was 
launched after three 12- 
week-old Parson Jack 


Russell terrier pups were 
poisoned. 

The puppies’ owners, 
Andy and Emma Gun- 
bie, of Ely Road, Little¬ 
port, believe they were 
poisoned at their home 
when a man came to 
their property intending 
to buy one. 


An investigation was 
launched to try to 
establish whether the 
incident was accidental 
or deliberate but police 
say there is “insufficient 
evidence” to proceed 
with the case. 

Two of the three 
puppies died at the vet’s 


as a result of consuming 
the poison. One puppy, 
Molly, pulled through. 

A spokeswoman for 
the RSPCA said they 
were still looking into 
the case. Call the RSPCA

MORE than 200 musicians took 
to the stage during the King’s 
Ely Music Festival.

Lorry drivers 
under fire 
for crashes 


DRIVERS who crash into Ely’s 
notorious railway bridge have 
been slammed as “stupid” by 
fellow motorists. 

Lorries, vans, trucks and caravans 
getting wedged beneath the bridge, in 
Station Road, or crashing into the barriers 
at the railway crossing have become a 
familiar sight. 

Despite multiple warning signs and 
flashing red lights alerting motorists 
about the bridge’s 9ft height restrictions, 
drivers continue to crash into it - not only 
putting themselves at risk of serious 
injury but also causing chaos for road and 
rail users. 

Highways bosses insist there are 
sufficient warning signs in place and 
Peter Rainford, a lorry driver from 
Newmarket, agrees. 

He said: “I can’t understand why HGVs 
and other larger vehicles keep crashing 
into the bridge or clipping the barriers at 
the crossing. 

“I drive this route frequently and there 
are plenty of signs alerting drivers about 
the height restrictions that are ahead of 
them, not to mention the flashing red 
lights. 

“How are these drivers ignoring them? 
It’s quite stupid and worrying as it just 
tells me that they aren’t paying attention 
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to the road and what’s around them.” 

Andrew Scarlett, operations manager at 
major HGV firm Turners, agrees. 

He said: “I do believe there are 
sufficient signage and alerts there to warn 
drivers about what is ahead of them. 

“All of our drivers are familiar with the 
bridge, which does obviously put them at 
an advantage, but all drivers should be 
paying attention to signage on the roads.” 

In 2010, the bridge was named the 
worst in Britain for crashes. From fanuary 
2009 to 2010 the bridge was struck 16 
times. 

Police say that since lanuary last year 
there have been three crashes at the 
bridge and four at the railway crossing, 
although it is believed some other 
incidents may not have been reported. 

In March 2009, the East of England 
Ambulance Service even banned its new 
fleet of emergency vehicles from going 
under the bridge over fears of limited 
headroom. 

Councillors have been campaigning for 
years for the bridge to be raised or for the 
road to be lowered, but highways bosses 
insist it is motorists’ ignorance that is the 
problem. 


Groups link 
to support 
teenagers 

A NEW drop-in centre and counselling 
service for teenagers and young people 
is being launched in Ely today. 

Ely Cathedral, Cambridge-based 
youth charity, Centre 33, and 
Cambridgeshire Youth Services have 
joined forces to launch the scheme. 

Thanks to £30,000 of Government 
funding, the centre will be open every 
week at Ely Cathedral Centre, on Palace 
Green. 

The drop-in centre will offer support, 
information and advice to teenagers and 
young people on a wide range of issues 
and organise counselling for people who 
require it. 

Alan Hargrave, canon missioner at Ely 
Cathedral, said: “This is a very exciting 
project. The drop-in centre will provide a 
safe, neutral and confidential place for 
young people to come and talk about 
any worries they have. 

“The cathedral, Cambridgeshire Youth 
Services and Centre 33 are the three 
partners involved and we are lucky 
enough to have received significant 
Government funding to get this project 
off the ground. 

“We know there are many young 
people out there who are unhappy or 
having issues for a variety of reasons and 
they need somewhere to go for help. 

“The drop-in centre will be able to 
help people with all sorts of problems, 
including those who are having trouble 
at home, with bullying, with self- 
confidence, with sex, with drugs and so 
on. We will have volunteers to help 
support them, give them information 
and advice, and if it is needed, arrange 
counselling for them.” 

Mr Hargrave said a similar pilot 
project was launched in Ely about two 
years ago, although the Government 
withdraw the funding. 

He said: “This is all part of our new 
approach to being more outward 
looking. I think the cathedral has had a 
very elitist image for quite some time 
now and that is not the case at all. 

“We are a cathedral at the centre of 
our community and we are here to 
support people.” 

The drop-in centre is being launched 
today and will be open every Thursday 
from 5.30pm-7.30pm. Volunteers are 
also being sought to get involved in the 
project.

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Expert voices 
fear for ducks

ELY’S Muscovy duck pop¬ 
ulation is rapidly declining 
and is at risk of vanishing, 
it is feared. 

Dedicated duck enthusiast 
David Ewbank insists the number 
of the birds is dropping yearly. 

Mr Ewbank, who has been 
studying the semi-wild Muscovy 
ducks since 2009, fears they could 
soon die out and is urging 
residents who spot any of the 
birds nesting this spring and 
summer to leave them in peace 
and let the young hatch. 

Mr Ewbank, of Egremont 
Street, Ely, said: “The number of 
Muscovies has been dropping 
each year and are now the iowest 
I believe they have been. 

“I don’t know why it’s 
happening but it’s certainly 
something which should worry 
people. Our flock in Ely is the 
only self-sustaining group of 
Muscovies in Europe, and they

are something we should be 
proud of.” 

Whereas some people believe 
the birds, which originate from 
America and Mexico and come 
in a variety of colours, are part 
of Ely’s charm, others see them 
as nothing but a nuisance. Many 
can also be found in Soham. 

In 2008, East Cambridgeshire 
District Council oiled the ducks’ 
eggs in Ely in a bid to kill the 
unborn chicks and reduce the 
population - a move that caused 
uproar among bird lovers. 

However, the authority insists 
it has not done that since. 


Mr Ewbank said: “They might 
make a mess but that’s why we 
pay our council tax - to keep our 
streets clean.They are part of 
Ely’s history and quirkiness and 
the tourists love them too. 

“I would urge anyone who 
spots a Muscovy nesting this 
spring, whether it’s in their 
garden or beside the river, to 
leave them in peace and allow 
the babies to hatch. 

“We can’t allow the population 
to die out.”

A spokesman for East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council said 
the authority was not aware of 
the exact number of Muscovies 
in Ely. 

He added: “But we have 
noticed a decline in complaints 
about the quantity of Muscovy 
ducks. The council is contin¬ 
uing the clean the Riverside area 
regularly.”

Drug dealer gets curfew 


A DRUG dealer who drove around 
delivering cannabis on a bright 
green motorbike has escaped a 
prison sentence. 

Robert Parkin, 22, was stopped 
by police in Witchford, near Ely, 
on September 29, last year, after a 
description of his bike was given 
to officers on patrol.

Sara Walker, prosecuting at 
Cambridge Crown court, said: “In 
interview Parkin admitted to 
‘social supplying’. He said he 
might have passed some on to 
friends and they may give some 
back on another occasion.” 

Parkin was given a 33-week 
prison sentence suspended for 18 
months. He will also be under 
supervision and a curfew for six 
months.

Wait goes on 
for key report 


THE future of Ely’s derelict 
magistrates’ court con¬ 
tinues to hang in the 
balance. 

A vital report has still not been 
published by Her Majesty’s Court 
and Tribunal Service (HMCTS). 

Bosses at HMCTS told 
organisations desperately trying 
to protect the Grade II listed 
building that reports detailing the 
value of the courthouse, its 
projected running costs and other 
figures would be ready last luly. 

But seven months later the 
reports have still not been seen. 

Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil chiefs say they have seen a 
report in its draft form but that it 
has still has not published. 

Community leaders and 
organisations trying to safeguard 
the building say both its internal 
and external condition is now 
worsening. 

Lead protecting the roof was 
recently stolen, resulting in water 
gushing inside. 

Yvonne Thresh, secretary of the 
Ely Society, one of the bodies 
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working to protect the 
courthouse, said: “Things aren’t 
moving anywhere at the moment 
and it’s really frustrating. 

“HMCTS told us that the 
reports would be ready in luly, yet 
we still haven’t received anything 
from them. 

“Until we know how much the 
building is worth, how much will 
be needed to run it, etc then we 
simply cannot move forward with 
our plans. 

“We need to take action to 
protect this building.” 

The society, as well as East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
the City of Ely Council, the Ely 
Perspective group and the 
Citizens’ Advice Bureau, have 
been in talks with the court 
service since the courthouse 
closed in March last year. 

lustice Minister fonathan 
Djanogly announced the closure 
in December 2010 as part of plans 
to shut 93 magistrates’ courts and 


49 county courts to save £15m a 
year. 

Since then, all East 
Cambridgeshire court cases have 
been switched to Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court. 

A future use for the building has 
yet to be found. 

A spokesman for the county 
council said: “The Ministry of 
lustice’s report on the significance 
of the building and its possible 
future uses is still in draft form 
and hasn’t been published yet. 

“The district council has 
ensured the building is secure and 
is not at risk of deterioration. 

“They are still working with 
partners to find a suitable use for 
the building. 

“The public will be consulted 
once this process begins, which 
will be after the Ministry of lustice 
publishes its report.” 

A spokeswoman for HMCTS 
said: “We agreed with the Ely 
Society that we would share the 
contents of the reports with them 
when they are completed, which 
we expect to happen within the 
next month.” 
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THE transport guru 
who oversaw the 
construction of the 
guided busway has 
been put in charge 
of building Ely's 
southern bypass. 

Bob Menzies started 
work as head of major 
infrastructure delivery at 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council on Monday, even 
though his last project 
was beset by overspends 
and delays and is now the 
subject of a multi-million 
pound court battle. 

Mr Menzies said: “It’s a 
sad fact of life that 
sometimes contracts 
don’t work as you hope 
and you need to take 
legal action to make your 
contractual rights stick. 

“I certainly hope we 
won’t have those prob¬ 
lems again - I didn’t set 
out to have them on the 
busway.” 

Alex Plant, the council’s 
executive director for 
economy, transport and 
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environment, said Mr 
Menzies had done an 
“exemplary job” as head 
of guided busway 
delivery and argued the 
problems experienced 
with contractor BAM 
Nuttall were unlikely to 
be repeated. 

As well as overseeing 
the £29m road which will 
relieve congestion around 
Ely level crossing, Mr 
Menzies will be resp¬ 
onsible for the £26m 
Chesterton station pro¬ 
posed for north Cam¬ 
bridge and will retain res¬ 
ponsibility for the guided 
busway, which is now 
used by tens of 
thousands of passengers 
each week. 

Mr Plant said: “I think 
Bob has done an 
exemplary job of 
managing a difficult 
contract in relation to the 
guided busway and the 
issues with it are ones I 


would not lay at Bob’s 
door.” 

Mr Plant said he 
believed the Ely bypass 
and Chesterton station 
were “unlikely” to throw 
up the same difficulties 
as the guided busway. 

He added: “With the 
guided busway there 
were particular issues 
which led us to the 
situation we are in. 

“These projects are 
different. They are still 
major projects, but it’s a 
bit easier to deliver a 
station because people 
have done that many 
times before, instead of 
something never delive¬ 
red before on that size 
and scale.” 

Other top appoin¬ 
tments to the council’s 
renamed environment 
department include 
Joseph Whelan as head of 
passenger transport and 
Dearbhla Lawson as head 
of transport and infra¬ 
structure policy and 
funding.

He said: “Leaving their 
shop doors open and 
letting heat escape is 
totally crazy for shops, 
especially during these 
very difficult trading 
times. 

“It is the High Street 
brands that are the biggest 
culprits for not closing 
their doors during the cold 
weather, and thus wasting 
money. 

“Shop assistants in one 
shop in Ely were forced to 
wear gloves and additional 
jumpers the other day

because their head office 
insists that doors remain 
open. The only heating 
system in the shop is the 
one above the door.” 

Cambridge University 
research has recently 
found that 50 per cent of a 
shop’s energy is wasted by 
leaving the doors open 
while heating or air 
conditioning is on. 

Jeannie Dawkins, dir¬ 
ector of the Cambridge- 
based Close the Door 
campaign said: “It’s time 
for retailers to acknow¬ 
ledge the massive contri¬ 
bution they are making to 
energy waste and carbon 
emissions if they heat the 
street. 

“By simply closing the 
shop door, C02 emissions 
dramatically decrease, 
energy bills are reduced 
and customers and staff 
are made more com¬ 
fortable. It’s a no-brainer. 

“There is a retail myth 


that a closed door will 
damage business. But, this 
is not true. Many succ¬ 
essful shops of all types 
and sizes trade with closed 
doors.” 

To tackle the issue, Mr 
Bates, who is the founder 
of The 80percent Com¬ 
pany, is holding the ‘Ely 
Energy Challenge’ next 
month. 

The drive will aim to 
raise people’s awareness of 
how to save energy and 
money in the home, 
business and community 
buildings. 

It will coincide with 
Climate Week, Britain’s 
biggest climate change 
campaign, being held 
from March 12-18. 

Mr Bates hopes that by 
March, at least, 60 per cent 
of the High Street shops 
will have changed their 
ways.

A COUNSELLOR is laun¬ 
ching workshops designed 
to help people tackle issues 
including self-confidence 
and depression. 

Mum-of-two Rekha Neilson, 37, 
has been a specialist option 
process dialogue counsellor since 
2010 and it was her epileptic and 
autistic son, Rohan, now aged 9, 
who was born with a genetic 
disorder called Isodicentric 15, 
who inspired Mrs Neilson to 
become a counsellor. 

Since qualifying, she has aided 
parents of children with special 
needs from across the world, 
helping them to deal with the 
challenges that come with having 
special needs children and how to 
bring out the best in them, and 
themselves. 

Mrs Neilson, who lives in Little 
Downham with her husband 


David, and other child Serena, 7, 
deals with clients on a one-to-one 
basis but is going to be holding 
one-day workshops at the Lamb 
Hotel in Ely. 

She said: “When Rohan was 
around 9 months old he was 
diagnosed with epilepsy and a few 
months later he was diagnosed 
with Isodicentric 15. 

“The disorder means he is 
autistic, has overall development 
delay and low muscle tone. 

“It was when I was pregnant 
with Serena that I started to feel 
myself falling down a really 
slippery slope, which happens to 
many parents of special needs 
children. 

“I felt helpless. I kept asking 
myself ‘why me?’ I knew I was 
depressed. I used to lie in bed at 
night and just cry, worrying about 
the future for Rohan and the 
future for our family.” 


In 2007, Mrs Neilson attended 
the Start-Up programme in 
London, determined to drag 
herself out of the depression. 

Amazed by the outcome, she 
went on to learn more about 
option process dialogue 
counselling and qualified to help 
others in 2010. She said: “There is 
no doubt that the mindset 
somebody is in determines what 
they are capable of achieving. 

“Option process dialogue 
allows us to get inside that 
mindset and change the way we 
are thinking, enabling people, 
like myself, to go from a totally 
negative place to a positive one.”

ADAPTED from Deborah Moggach’s 
novel These Foolish Things, The Best 
Exotic Marigold Hotel is a hilarious and 
touching comedy about growing old 
disgracefully. 

01 Parker’s warm and witty script 
provides the predominantly British cast 
with moments to shine and tug our 
heartstrings while director John 
Madden captures a different side to life 
in modern India than the poverty and 
crime of Slumdog Millionaire. 

Evelyn Dame (Dame Judi Dench) has 
recently lost her husband and is coming 
to terms with solitude in her twilight 
years. Determined to start anew, she 
abandons Britain for the balmier climes 
of Jaipur and a grand retirement home 
called The Best Exotic Marigold Hotel. 

En route Evelyn meets six other retirees 
all bound for this “luxury development 
for residents in their golden years” - 
cantankerous wheelchair-user Muriel 
(Dame Maggie Smith) who is 
bypassing the NHS waiting list to 
undergo a hip replacement abroad, 
waspish snob Jean (Penelope Wilton) 
and her long-suffering husband Douglas 


(Bill Nighy), retired judge Graham (Tom 
Wilkinson), incorrigible ladies’ man 
Norman (Ronald Pickup) and love- 
hungry spinster Madge (Celia Imrie). 
When the exhausted travellers arrive at 
their destination they discover a building 
in disrepair and inexperienced manager 
Sonny (Dev Patel) struggling to keep the 
creditors off his back. 

The Best Exotic Marigold Hotel is a 
delight, milking laughter and tears as 
characters reach crossroads in their 
lives. 

Like The King’s Speech, it’s a film with 
appeal across the generations, tapping 
into universal fears of being forgotten in 
old age. 


Performances are an embarrassment of 
riches. Dame Maggie is in imperious 
form as a xenophobic working class 
battleaxe, who shuns Indian food in 
favour of packets of chocolate biscuits 
because “I don’t eat anything I can’t 
pronounce”. 

Dame Judi Dench is the emotional 
heart, narrating drolly in voiceover while 
Wilkinson delivers a beautifully nuanced 
performance as a man with 
heartbreaking ties to India. 

Wilton is excellent as the well-to-do wife 
who constantly belittles her husband, 
telling him: “When I want your opinion 
I’ll give it to you,” while Imrie and 
Pickup are delicious comic relief.

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Flying the 
floral flag 


T HE landmark events of 
2012 - namely the 
Queen’s 60-year reign, 
followed by the Olympics - are 
set to prompt patriotic gardeners 
to fly the flag for Britain this 
year in the form of red, white 
and blue designs in their beds, 
borders and containers. 

Blue and white lobelia, red salvias and 
geraniums and other bedding favourites 
could be the mainstay for many borders. 
The challenge will be getting these 
colours in the garden in time for the 
jubilee celebrations in the first week of 
June. 

The Royal Horticultural Society 
(RHS) has just launched an advisory 
page on its website ( www.rhs.org.uk ) 
providing advice and suggestions to 
gardeners wanting to go for red, white 
and blue planting schemes, bringing 
together a selection of suitable plants 
that will go well together. 

“Unfortunately, June is not the best 
time to have masses of colour from 
plants grown from seeds,” says Jenny 
Bowden, RHS advisor. “But we have 
come up with some great suggestions 
that are relatively easy to grow. 

“We know how important these two 
wonderful events are to people and we 
just thought that some patriotic planting 
would help in the celebrations.”

The secret will be to buy partially 
grown plug and mini-plants such as 
white verbenas, lobelias and Nemesia 
‘Wisley Vanilla’, red pelargoniums 
(geraniums) and blue Lobelia ‘Panthera 
Cobalt’ to put in containers and hanging 
baskets. These plants will have to be 
purchased as early as possible. Plant 
centres are likely to have supplies from 
April. 

“Although it will be necessary to get 
the plants into containers and hanging 
baskets as soon as possible, gardeners 
also need to ensure that they are kept in 
sunny, frost-free conditions until the 
threat of frost has passed. A temperature 
of 15C (59F) is ideal,” says Bowden. 

Themed selections for June flowering 
include Petunia grandiflora ‘Jubilee 
Mixed’, from Suttons ( www.suttons. 
co.uk). Compact in habit and reaching a 
height of 25-30cm (10-12in), they 
should be sent out as young plants in late 
April.

Another Suttons celebratory package 
includes Calibrachoa Superbells ‘Red 
Devil’, Lobelia ‘Panthera Cobalt’ and 
Verbena ‘Superbena White’, which 
should perform all summer in baskets or 
containers. Young plants will be sent out 
in May. 

Verbena ‘Union Jack’ collection is 
being offered by Vernon Geranium 
Nursery (www.geraniumsuk.com). With 
delivery at the end of April, there should 
be time for plants to settle in and start 
flowering for June. 

DT Brown (www.dtbrownseeds. co.uk) 
is offering a patriotic blend of young 
highly scented red, white and blue sweet 
pea plants, which should be delivered in 
late March and, once hardened off, can 
be planted in their permanent positions. 


As the Olympics and Paralympics are 
being run during the end of July, August 
and early September, gardeners will have 
enough time to grow plants from seeds 
for these celebrations. 

The RHS suggests growing red, white 
and blue sweet peas, red-flowered Salvia 
splendens, Nicotiana (tobacco plant) in 
red and white, and blue flowers such as 
ageratums or Salvia farinacea ‘Victoria’. 

However, if the thought of a red, white 
and blue border stirs up images of old- 
fashioned planting schemes often seen in 
parks or on roundabouts, vertical 
displays may provide a more 
contemporary feel. 

Consider planting a wall of blue, 
white and red with verbenas, ivy-leaved 
pelargoniums, lobelias and begonias. 


RHS Garden Harlow Carr, in North 
Yorkshire, is extending the theme to 
vegetables by planting red (‘Highland 
Burgundy Red’), blue (‘Purple Majesty’) 
and white (‘Elisabeth’) potatoes, while 
all four RHS gardens will be featuring 
planting displays to celebrate both the 
Queen's Diamond Jubilee and the 
London Olympics. 

Other patriotic veg might include the 
purple/blue variety of carrots, ‘Purple 
Haze’, white cauliflower ‘Avalanche’, 
runner bean ‘Painted Lady’which 
produces red and white flowers and 
rainbow chard, for its colourful red 
stems. 

Flying the flag opens up so many 
opportunities for gardeners to go red, 
white and blue this summer.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day.

WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
I \ unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 


WHO TO NOTIFY: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
I I available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!
